The BSA Board of Directors voted recently (and 
enthusiastically) to confer these three BSA hon- 
ors this year: 


BSA Award of Honor 

(below left) is the 2003 
recipient of the BSA Award of Honor, the BSA’s 
most prestigious individual honor, which recog- 
nizes extraordinary contributions to the profes- 
sion, the community and to the BSA over a sig- 
nificant period of time. A founding principal of 
CBT/Childs Bertman Tseckares, Bertman is also 
a former president of the BSA, long-time chair of 
the Back Bay Architectural Commission and a 
volunteer member of numerous design-review 
groups and other community efforts to preserve 
and enrich Boston's design heritage. (Indeed, in 
light of his lengthy and significant service to the 
city, Bertman himself recently was designated a 


Boston Landmark.) The BSA Award of Honor 
will be presented to Bertman during the 
BSA/Build Boston Design Celebration on 
November 20. 


Honorary BSA Member 

(below right) has been elected the 
2003 Honorary Member of the BSA, a special 
honor reserved for an individual other than an 
architect whose contributions to our culture and 
our community have been substantial and 
uncommonly positive. Founder of the Elma 
Lewis School of Fine Arts in Boston and the 
National Center of Afro-American Artists, Lewis 
is a visionary whose extraordinary commitment 
to children, to the arts and to the community 
have enriched us all. She was a recipient of a 
MacArthur Fellowship and the National Medal 
of Art. The BSA is planning a special President's 
Reception in Lewis’ honor 
early in 2004.

Are we as diverse as our 
clients ? 


Every study of the design professions reflects what 
every one of us already knows: we suffer as a profes- 
sion from an extraordinary absence of diversity. 


We know that our customers, staff members, and all 
of our client constituencies are increasingly diverse 
and already are far more diverse than our profession 
itself.

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$3.7 million in “green” grants 
awarded 
The Massachusetts Technology Collaborative (MTC) 


recently announced $3,741,722 in new grants from 
the state's Renewable Energy Trust. The grants went 
to 26 recipients across Massachusetts to develop new 
and renovated energy-efficient buildings and to install 
renewable-energy technologies in their facilities. 


The Allston-Brighton CDC, the Woods Hole 
Research Center in Falmouth, the River Valley Market 
in Northampton, the Conservation Services Group in 
Westborough, Lowell National Historic Park, and 
public schools in Plymouth, Worcester and Beverly 
are among the recipients of this round of grants. 


The Trust has also just made a series of grants to 
math, science and social studies teachers in grades 
4—12 to support the development of curriculum 
“enhancements” that bring renewable-energy issues 
and concepts into the classroom teaching experience.

Fenway charrette is in August 
— designers are wanted 
The Fenway CDC is sponsoring an August 3-8 char- 


rette to generate creative design solutions that reflect 


the goals of the Fenway Urban Village Plan (UVP). 


The UVP envisions the transformation of the 
Boylston Street corridor near Fenway Park from an 
auto-centric “strip” into a neighborhood Main Street. 
At present, about half of the three-block stretch is 
dominated by automobile-oriented uses including five 
gas stations. More than 40,000 cars move through the 
area every day. 


The UVP calls for higher density, transit- and pedes- 
trian-oriented, mixed-use and mixed-income develop- 
ment. It is described as a model sustainable develop- 
ment strategy that combines economic revitalization, 
environmental protection, and community equity and 


health. 
The Fenway CDC is asking for help from designers, 


property owners and residents interested in working 
on site-specific design proposals. (BSA members can 
earn continuing-education credit by participating in 
the charrette.)

Peabody Terrace is still 
loved/hated 


In keeping with its mission to explore the ways in 
which architecture influences and is influenced by our 
changing culture, the July/August issue of 
ArchitectureBoston, the BSA’s bimonthly ideas maga- 
zine, takes a critical look at Peabody Terrace. 


Designed by Josep Lluis Sert (Sert Jackson & 
Associates) as housing for Harvard University’s mar- 
ried graduate students, this project still evokes strong 
feelings and opinions after 40 years. As contributor 
Max Page points out, “One way to define the success 
of the building is that a half-century later people still 
hate it...Peabody 
Terrace remains a 
touchstone, generally 
admired by archi- 
tects, generally derid- 
ed by the public.” 


Among the features 
in this issue are two 
articles that reflect 
both sides of the 
debate about 
Peabody Terrace — 
Cambridge architect 
Lee Cort FAIA on 
why architects love it 
and journalist Otile 
McManus on why 
the public hates it. 


Peabody Terrace — 
like Cambridge in 
the ‘60s — is recalled 
by many as part of 
the “golden age” of 
architecture in America. In this month's 
ArchitectureBoston roundtable discussion, it is clear 
that this perception of the ‘60s is shared by round- 
table participants Norman Fletcher FAIA, Chip 
Harkness FAIA, Huson Jackson FAIA, Terry Rankine 
FAIA, Tad Stahl FAIA, and Mary Otis Stevens AIA, 
all of whom were part of the architectural community 
in Boston at that time. Other features include a look 
at design politics, the tradition of contemporary archi- 
tecture on the Charles River, and a view of Peabody 
Terrace from a current resident.ArchitectureBoston is 
mailed to all members in Massachusetts and all sub- 
scribers throughout the nation.

The cost is clear 


“Would you buy a car with poor gas mileage, poor safe- 
ty standards, no operations manual, no personal air 
controls, no reuse potential and maximum maintenance 
needs? If not, then why do we purchase these features in 
buildings where we spend 80% to 90% of our time?” 
(Rebecca Flores, Director of the Green Building 
Alliance in Pittsburgh, quoted in the Spring 2001 issue 
of The Cornerstone) 


For years, the inevitable question surrounding envi- 
ronmentally appropriate activity has been, “I'd like 
to save a tree but how much will it cost?” The BSA 
Committee on the Environment for several years has 
been delving deeply into the cost issues of green 
building. Several trends have made cost issues easier 
to address: 


© We now have experience and data about a num- 
ber of high-performance buildings constructed using 
an integrated design process. 


© Green buildings are no longer experiments; there 
are established systems that work with predictable 
results. 


© Financial incentives to offset higher capital costs 
of green building are growing; the Committee has 
prepared an outline of some of the incentives avail- 
able in New England. 


© Standard construction labor, materials, and tech- 
nologies costs have risen sharply while green materi- 
als and technologies have become more widely avail- 
able and less expensive; the equation is now easier to 


calculate. 


Of course, energy costs are huge variables in assess- 
ing the financing of green building. Reducing that 
impact increases the accuracy of project finance pro- 
jections. The New York State Energy Research and 
Development's Green Building Program has deter- 
mined that an increase of less than 1% in construc- 
tion costs results in an annual energy savings of 
32%. In other words, the 1% increase is paid back 
in two to four years even without considering the 
inevitable rise in energy prices. Considering mainte- 
nance and replacement costs of less-efficient systems, 
it’s possible to see a 20-fold return on that 1% 
investment in 30 years of building life. 


As our landfills get full, open space reduced, energy 
costs become more erratic, the number of new toxic 
chemicals grows, and the effects of poor indoor air 
quality become more clearly apparent, the advan- 
tages of green building multiply. The real payoff 
comes when all green building practices are integrat- 
ed throughout design, construction, and occupancy. 
The savings in total become greater than the sum of 
the individual parts. Some of these savings are: 


© Lowered maintenance costs. With careful planning, 
more efficient and durable equipment and materials, 
systems are monitored, commissioned and last much 
longer resulting in less replacement and upkeep 
(think of the one efficient lightbulb that takes the 


place of 20 incandescent lamp changes). 


© Saved resources. We know how expensive water is 
in the Boston area and it’s not hard to reduce its 
usage by 40% through fixture selection and design. 
Using durable, recycled materials has the benefits of 
less harvesting, processing, and waste-hauling. 


© Less square-footage required. Through careful sit- 
ing, fenestration, and building envelope design, sys- 
tems and lighting can be drastically downsized 
requiring fewer fixtures and less equipment as well as 
the associated building space they occupy. In the 
Erie-Ellington Homes in Boston, for example, these 
savings contributed to a residential project that costs 
less to build than the typical non-green counterpart. 


© The potentially colossal savings in better health and 
productivity. Study after study shows that productivi- 
ty rises, absenteeism decreases, learning in schools 
becomes more effective, and healthcare costs 
decrease as a result of building green. Natural light, 
good air quality, and some visible connection to the 
outside world should be considered requisites of 
building design. Since 98% of building costs over 30 
years are for operations, maintenance, financing, and 
employee costs (according to the Building Owners 
and Managers Association), even a 1% increase in 
productivity results in exponential paybacks. 


These are green building economic advantages that 
are quantifiable. Another future savings may include 
lower insurance costs. A more helpful, less risky, 
more predictable building is an ideal scenario for the 
insurance industry. Then there are the effects of 
including the economic externalities associated with 
green building. In economics, an externality is a 
side-effect for everyone who is not accounted for in 
a market transaction. The scent of a bakery making 
pastries in the morning is free to all, an example of a 
positive externality. Carbon emissions that result 
whenever we start the car or light the wood stove 
have negative effects on the earth’s climate. Strategies 
for carbon accountability include a carbon tax that 
would totally transform our present economic for- 
mulas. In this equation, not building green would be 
an extinct practice.

“...There is a uniformity to contextual 
design, an anti-urbanism that rivals the 
abstract diagrams of modern city 
planning. Whatever material they're 
made of, contextual buildings always look 
as if they're carved from the same block of 
cast Velveeta stone...it has become 
‘inappropriate’ for architecture to 
challenge the status quo or to enlarge the 
meaning of context beyond a chameleon's 
habitat. These restrictions have 
undermined [New York City] as a place 
where all instincts, all histories, all powers 
of discrimination must be called upon to 
register cultural change...If the objective 
of contextualism is to generate a sense of 
place, then it must be judged a failure. Ic 
has robbed [New York City] of the tools 
with which great places are made...Had 
the city produced new architecture of 
distinction in the past generation, 
contextual design might be less offensive. 
As it stands, we have little to show but a 
high-security theme park lighted by 
bishop's crook lampposts...Compete with 
the context. Is there a better way to

“...My observation is that most [archi- 
tectural education] programs find it 
convenient to promulgate a set of ide- 
ologies...often stultifying individual 
inquiry as well as intellectual and artistic

A critical 
examination of the impact of these ideas,

nity to design and erect a building or 
evaluate treasured predilections...” —

people outside the architecture priesthood 
agree is missing from many modern 
buildings: beauty.
